Bold Criminal in Now York Raids 
Quarters of Guardians of the 
Peace 



New York, Jan. 1. — Burglarg last 
iiihOt broke into the criiniuiii court 
building in Centre street, and com- 
pletely looted tho jioliee station .situ- 
ated there. When the court squad of 
about 30 pollcement reported for duty 
today thoy wore a.6tonlshed to find 
their locker.s ransacked, their revolv- 
era and all other personal oftect.s of 
value stolen and th(> entire i)laco In 
the wildest confusion. 

WiUi tho arrest tonight of William 
IJelaney, a former patrolman, the po- 
lice be'lleV'j tliey have not only cap- 
tured the men who last night broke in- 
to and looted the police .station in tho 
nriminal courts, but have under lock 
and key "The Scarfaced Man" they 
have been seeking for nearly a month 
on the charge of Impersonating an of- 
ficer and making unauthorized arrests. 
IInad(|uarters detectives assert that 
Dolaney has aorvod terms In Elmlra 
nnd Sing Sing for Impersonating an 
officer and larceny 



Rome, Jan. 1. — Although grapliic 
stories are coming into Rome of tlie 
horrors In Southern Italy and Sicllj, 
these are but repetitions of Individual 

tragedies already recorded.. What 
chieily concerns the government and 
tlic peoplo Is the progress that Is being 
made towards tho relief of those who 
have suffered by the dreadful visita- 
tion. Considerable advance in this res- 
pect has been made at Messina, where, 
according to ofHcJal reports received 
bore, the supply service Is beginning 
to work satisfactorily, Tlio different 
regions on the coast have been allotted 
to various warships and other ships as 
centres from which torpedo boats and 
launches convey and distribute rations 
and water to the different villases. 

The Irtlnister of Justice has wired 
from Messina to Premier Glollttl that 
largo bodies 61 troops have arrived and 
arc. now occupying all parts of tlio 
town'. The appalling extent of the dis- 
aster renders anything like a system- 
atic search of the ruins impossible, but 
persons are being dragged out all day 
long, and are quickly transported to 
the relief ships as soon as their 
wounds have received attention. There 
arc slight shocks felt in the earth- 
quake zone toilay, completing tho ruin 
of the crumbling buildings. Those 
shocks are contributing to the keeping 
up of the alarm of the iiopuiatlon. One 
(piite severe shock was felt at three 
o'clock in the morning, and another at 
nine. Fires are still burning, altliougli 
much rain has fallen. Tho latest in- 
vestigations on both sides of the .-strait 
niiike it ortain. that many more tliaii 
half of the jjopulalion of the coast 
towns and viU'.iges have been killed. 

Professor lilceo, director of the ob- 
servatory at Mount Aetna, estimates 
that the victims of the .earthquake ex- 
ceed i;oo,ouo. 

Hundreds of dangerous criminals 
have been arrested by the troops and 
arc under close guard. 

Great relief was felt bore when the 
announcement was made that the 
Lilparl Islands, wlilch were reported to 
have disappeared, with their popula- 
tion of 28,(100 , suffered little or no 
damage from tin; earthquake. 

Public opinion is seriously concern- 
ed with regard to the s:itety of the 
king and queen :ind their possible 
danger from tottering walls. The 
Queen refuses to return to Rome, de- 
claring that it would break her heart 
to abandon her husband in his labors 
for the country in its anguish. 

New Year's day in Italy Is usually 
tho occasion of festivities and rejolo 
ing as widespread as on Christmas, 
but these ceremonies and tho festal 
spirit were wanting today. Instead of 
rejoicings Rome is filled with lamen- 
tations. The flags were at half ma-st 
and the bells of a thousand churches 
rang not for the Te Deum but sad knella 
for requiem masses. 

King Victor Emanuel has supervised 
the entire work in tho fallen city of 
Messina, and has Infused new courage 
and energy into tho rescuers. Often 
lie Is surrounded by n. crowd of vic- 
tims who cheer him enthusiastically 
ad shout "We have a king, wo have a 
protector." 

A large number of soldiers have 
been landed from ateamers andvlng at 
Messina and otlier stricken places and 
all efforts are being directed towards 
embarking tho wounded refugees, who 
are crowding all available places. 
! Some of these will be .sent as far as 
Genoa. 

A touching feature of the material 
aid offered by all classes Of peoplo in 
Uome is the donation of clothing and 
bedding, which workmen are freely 
giving to collecting students. 

The King has placed the royal pal- 
aces at Naples and Cazaret at the dls- 
po.sal of the Injured. 

Princess Tolando, the seven-year- 
old daughter of tho King, luivlng 
beard the reascm of li(!r jiarents' ab- 
sence explained, carrkd a coiilrlhu- 
tlon box among her little friends at a 
party given in her Imnor at th.-: (2ulr- 
inal this afternoon. She lierself i)ut In 
the bo.x her first tiny g<dd ring, given 
her on Christmas by her gr.andmother. 
Dowager Queen jMarglicrita. Her 
younger sister, Princess .\Iafalda, gave; 
a gold chain, while Prince Umberto, 
th(( heir apiiarent who is now four 
years old, contributed a headless dod. 
Vessels luailed with I'l.'fugees continue 
to steiaia Into Napli's and Palermo 
and each day sees the arrival of ad- 
ditional steamers In the strait of Mes-- 
sina. The big emigrant steamer Nord 
Amerika arrived there today. She can 
uocommodate fifteen hundred persons, 
and four Other vessels which are fol- 
lowing will bo able to take off alto- 
gether 0,000 more. 

As an Instance of his quick grasp 
of tho situation King Victor Emmanuel 
.'ifter his arrival at Me.sslna wired to 
Premier Giolltti: ".Send shijis and 
men; above all .send ships loaded with 
qtdekllme." .So far a^ has been pos- 
sible (luickllme has been used f/.j tho 
dead. Many bodies havo been burned 
and others buried. 

In the relief work the officers and 
men of the foreign war.ship.s havo been 
untiring and their courage is beyond 
words. Tho crow of tho Rrltlsh 
onilsffr Drake gave up everything they 
j)0ssessed for the benefit of the refu- 
gees, and ijractlcally forgot rest and 
sleep for nioni than 36 IioumIj In- their 
devotion to duty. 

Reports arc published that It Is the 
icing's Intention to sell his property In 
.Sicily and devote tho proceeds to tho 
assistance of tho sufferers. 

It Is also stntea that tho Pope will 
suppress 'tho dioceses of Messina and 



Regglo, adding lhen-i to Catania and 
Catiiiizaro respectlV'-dy. A dci^patch 
from Catania says It is proposed to 
build a new suburb to that city and 
christen it i\Iesslna, quartering therein 
all the survivors o!.' tl.o fallen city. 

Catanzaro, Jan. 1. — Violent scenes 
wore wltucsiied here !oday when a 
train started for the Regglo district. 
Tlie cars wore taken by assault, and 
men broke In through tho windows. 
Several persons were injured In tho 
sciiiTllng. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 1— Maxim Gorky 
has telegraphed from the Island of 
Capri In southern Italy, where ho Is 
spending tho winter, appealing to tho 
Ru.ssian people to gJVC financial as. 
sistance to the earthquake sufferers. 
Gorky offers to receive subscriptions at 
Caiiri. 

Najiles, Jan. 1. — It is reported hero 
that another tidal wave has swept 
tlu'ougli tlii^ straight of Messina. Tv.-o 
.ste.-imers loaded with refugees and in- 
jured persons were expect(Ml lii>re to- 
day, but havo not yet been sighted, and 
fears are entertained for . their safety. 
It is impossible to verify this report.

Naples, Jan. 1. — ^It was learned con,-, 
cluslveiy today that Joseph H. Pierce,

The entire family was asleep when'' 
the first shock came, accordingr. to Miss 
Evelyn Pierce, a cousin of Mr. Pierce,;- 
who Is safe at Naples. Mr. Pierce was 
tho first one to realize that the terrible 
shaking vyas an earthquake, tie urged 
his wife to take the younger children 
and make her escape. He then lusbed 
into tlio room where tlie elder children 
were sleeping, to arouse them, but the 
tidal wave rushed in and completed 
tho work of destruction. The totter- , 
ing walls of the Pierce house collapsed 
nnd tho entire family was buried be- 
neath tlio ruins.

It 
is learned that a party of twenty Eng- 
lish-speaking persons, who may havo 
Included Amierlcans, made their es- 
eapo'ln the direction of Palermo. 

The road between here and Messina 
Is filled with refugees, some of whom 
stagger along ovor-loadod with their 
most precious possessions. Others are 
driving before them a donkey or a cow 
weighted down by the load of house- 
hold goods on its back, while still oth- 
ers are accompanied by a sheep or a 
few goats or perliaps a faltful dog. But 
a vast majority of tho survivors have 
saved nothing. All their possessions, 
are on their backs In the shape of tat- 
tered clothing. 

Tlie survivors sny that there are un- 
donbtcdly still living peoplo wrapped, 
In the ruin.--, of the smaller villages that 
have not been carefully searched, that 
others are straying along the beach, 
wliiie other.s are high up in the moun- 
tains, whence they Hod to escape the 
waters. 

More than four full day.s have now 
elapsed since the first shock and it Is 
hard to believe that there arc still liv- 
ing souls In tho wreckage. Death 
would bo preferable to their agony and 
suffering. i-- 
Americans Safe :': 

Naples, Jan. 1. — At Taormina, where 
a number of Am.ericans are spending 
tho winter, it is said that the town 
escaped wltli slight damage.

Committee Presents Scheme 
to Increase Usefulness of 
Body 



London, Jan. 1. — VarlouK proposals 
have Ironi tlnu: to lime been made with 
II view to reform of tlio constitution 
of till! House of Loras. but the report 
of tho .select commlttoo recently jire- 
sented embodies the lir.sl Hchenie tliat 
luis come before the House and the 
eountry u.s the result of mature deli- 
heratlou by a body of Peers who may 
l)e fairly rej-jarded as representative of 
tlie opinion of t!ie IIouhc at lart'e. It 
Is true llial the Ko\'ernnieiit declined 
the alteniut to mudernl/.e and .streni^th- 
iMi thi' Ilou.'ie of Lords, and -it i.'i mal- 
ti 1- for regret lliat the Lord Chancel- 
lor, J^ord Crewe, and Lord Morli-y did 
not lal;e part in tlie deliberations of 
iUf ennimlttee. Still, It cannot be 
.'■aid lluit the Liberal parly was not 
tolerably repre:ie'nt<'d ia u body which 
contained Lord iSelby, Lord Courtney, 
of Funwltli, and Lord Rlbblesdale, and 
which had for Its chairman Lord 
Roseben-y, whose directing hand may 
be traced on every page ot the report. 
This committee was appointed upon 
the failure of Lord Newton's bill last 
> eo.r, and It is no small tribute to the 
I i>orspicacIty of that Indefatigable ad- 
j vocate of reform that the reeommon- 
I lUuions of the committee bear a very 
I close re.senilda'ice to the iirovi-^lons of 
I his bill. It Ik interestiiiK tu note thai 
I wliat m.iy be called the main prin- 
I ei|)lf 111 ibe sebeine now formulated — 
I the liiiiitaiinn of till' lic>reiiitary rlKht 
j to IvKi.'-liiti — carried the anscnt r;f llie 
: whole committee, wlUi the .solitary 
I exci'ptlon of Lnril llalslmry. That fad 
Koes far tn show that the suljji-ct is 
1 regarili'd Ijy the l^-. r.s from a ])\iblic 
slandpidnt. and tliat they are not un- 
duly biassed by the prejudices sup- 
posi-d lu IjfhinK to their class. Tlie 
delefjation of tile powirs of the peer- 
aye to elected representatives was ac- 
ceiiti'il by all .sections of the commit- 
tee, l)ut there were at first differences 
of view as to tlu- other elements to be 
addi-d to the jiresentative iiei'i's. Ev- 
entualls', however, the most lib\'ral of 
these oi)inious was adopted by tho 
committee, which proceeded upon the 
view of "those who, while acceptint' 
the Inclusion of delegates from tho 
hereditary peerai^e, and possibly of 
rci-'resentatlvos from without, were 
strongly of opinion that (luallflcutlon 
should bo tho main test for admission 
to the reformed House of Lords, hold- 
ing that the best guarantee for tho 
satisfactory performance of legislative 
duties lay in the experience of affair.s 
derived from the tenure of high and 
responsible ofUee, or from active ser- 
vice in jiublic life." 

The aim is to bring into the House 
of Lorils a.s many men as possible 
who have jjroved themaolves wise and 
capable leaders of men, and to seciwe 
Ihiougli the reiiresentative peers that 
contiiiuily of trailltlon and that posi- 
tion within tlie constitution wlilch are 
exceedingly diflicult to sectu'e for a 
completely novel creation. It is pro- 
posed accordingly tliat 2U0 peers shall 
Ije chosen by the whole body of peers, 
whether of Lnt'laml, Ireland, Scotland 
or the United Ivuigdom, to represent 
them in the Mouse of Lords. It is 
sugijcsted that the election ."liould be 
by a sort of cumulative vote, each 
liereditar\' pc'er having as many votes 
as there are ri.'presentalivi^s, and be- 
mt; at liberty 10 divide them as he 
please.*-, it is not believed that tlie ar- 
rangement would lead to the party 
wire-pulling wli'cli waw suggested as 
a possible objectlo 'I'hese i-eiircsen- 
tative peers would .At tor the duration 
of a parliament, not for life; so that 
there would be un opportunity to vary 
the reuresentatlve eleninnt in botii 
Houses with euual frequency. This 
anuueement does not touch the pre- 
rogative of tho crown to create here- 
ditary peerages. It merely reduces tlie 
numlicr of hereditary ireera entitled to 
legislate, and throws U|>on each peer 
the burden of providing himself In one 
way or another wortny to bear tli<; 
higher title of a Lord of Parllameiu 
Then there Is a long list of •.ualilica- 
tlons enabling peers to sit as of rlglit 
without election. They may be sum- 
marized as intended to open a wide 
door to personal merit or distinction 
in the public service. Tlie two arch- 
bishops are to sit by right during their 
r.enure of their sees, but the rest of 
Die episcopate are lu choose eight of 
Dieir number to repnsent them, 
h'inally lliere are to be liti: pieers, not 
exceeding forty in nujiibi.r, not inor<' 
than four to be creattsl in any tjue 
year. 'I'lieir creation gi\'es llie o|i]ior- 
tuniiy to bring to the scr\iee ol tlu- 
■.ouiitry men of abilit.\- wlio du m t 
me'et the eonditlons of admission to th.,' 
Huusi- iire'\'loiisly iiidic.'ited. '.i'lie eoni - 
iilitlei: d'-'Sire to add oflielal represen- 
lalivi.'.s of tlie (.Ireat Dominions of tlni 
e'rown to llie House, but prefer to

House of ]..ord;» 
h'rlctlon would probably bo greatly re- 
duced by the cumul.-itlve effect of the 
ehaiiges iiroiKised.

MR. TEMPLEMANS POSITION. 

Our eviniiiiK (.•oiiteuipurary is unable 
to Sfo why Mr. Templemnn should bo 
consldcrtid as In any different posi- 
tion politically from Mr. Ralph Smith 
or :Mr. William Sloan. It say.s, and 
vi'ry properly .say.s, that IC eillu'r of 
the last named gentlemen entered 
the Laurler Ministry he would have 
:o accept responsibility for the poliey 
<if that .Ministry, >>, faet wliieli would 
l!'.avo to l)c taken into eoMKidri-aliou 
If one of them ."liouUl acei'jjt a port- 
folio and come before the people for 
je-oloctlon. It mlRht be arpucd In 
t'lwh a ease that, the country IuivIuk 
il.'chired in favor of the .Minl.sti-y, no 
u.-icliil puri'ose would be served in 
reversing the result In Nanalmo or 
Comox-Atlln. AVe do not say that 
Kucli an argument ouf,'lit to prova;i, 
t>ut It would be open to the repre- 
lientatlvo.s of those constituoncios to 
inaltc it and they would not be called 
upon to do anything more than main- 
tain It .^s best they could. But Mr. 
'J'omplenum i.s a defeated representa- 
tive, a defeated Cabinet Minister and 
a defeated party leader, and he oc- 
cupies a position which Is quite 
unitpie in Canadian polities. His 
Ijosition is also unu.sual. it not unique, 
in another respect. More than two 
■jDonths ago he was defeated at the 
Bcneral elections, yet he remains a 
member of the Cabinet. It has been 
alleged on bis behalf tliat !iis .success- 
ful opponent was certain to be un- 
seated, that he thereupon would be 
sure of re-election and that the Prime 
Minister was holding his resignation 
in abeyance pending such an event. 
To be perfectly fair, . wo must say 
tliat there Is no evidence connecting 
either Sir' Wilfrid Laurler or Mr. 
Templeman with such a determination 
hut It has been put forward by the 
latter's friends on his behalf and not 
been denijed by any one, who might 
ho supposed to speak with authority. 
Indeed we thinl; that the only news- 
].)ai)er in C;inada to .say that Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler would not be a party to 
such an unprecedented transaction has 
been the Colonist. Nevertheless the 
retention of his portfolio by Mr. 
Teiniileman for .so Ion? a period is 
hardly reconcilable with constitu- 
tional practice, for if a minister may 
/etain oflSoe for two months and more 
•nfter he has been defeated, why may 
he not retain it indeflnltely? 

There Is an aspect of the case, 
which does not specially concern the 
Colonist, but it is something .so very 
nnusual that it calls for ijassing 
comment. Owing to a coml)in;ition 
of circumstances, which need not be 
hero considered, British Columbia 
elected seven I^lberals to the House 
•jf L'ommons in I'.lDt. .Mr. 'I'eniple- 
nian then ii Senator, held a seat in 
■the government at that time, but with- 
out II portfolio. He wa.s therefore 
iioniinally tlie liead <if the J.ibi.'ral 
party in Hrltish Columlila, and liis 
I)romotlon to full Cabinet ranlt follow- 
ed almost as a matter of course. The 
desire of the people of this city to 
be represented l)y a Cabinet .Minister 
combined with the fact tliat the gov- 
ernment was .strongly entrenched in 
power to secure his election by a 
very hand.some majority, and he was 
\<'ry naturally looked upon at Ottawa 
a- a iiolitlcal Uadei', aeei-ptal)lc not 
oni;.- to his own i)urty but to the 
whole province. That his strength 
wa.s not real but only fictitious, re- 
cent events have shown. Defeat 
i'.as followed his footstep.s, and the 
on]y eonstltue-n 'es to elect Minister- 
ialists were those In which he did 
not take i)art in the campaign. One 
would have suppostd that under thes); 
clrcumstanee.s jji-. T<'nii)lenian would [ 
'iiaye made way for men who liave 
^lll)^vn that they know how to win 
and that tlu>y have retained the eon- 
lidenc'! of tlieii- constituents. AVhether 
he retains place because ho re- 

J'u.se.s to give it up or because Sir 
AVilfrld Laurler desires hlni In do 
■•io. It Is not for us to say; l)ut we 
venture to think that the most potent 
iulluence In this regard is that cx- 
rrcised by a sin.-ill coterie of Liberals 
who foresee in tlie retireuu'nt of tlie 
JUnistcr the downfitU of their own 
political inlluence. This Is, however, 
a matter of party organization con- 
( ei-iibig ivhieh the Clolonist cannot e\- 
jxfl to be fully Informed and about 
wlileli it doeu not feel called upon to 
express any opinion. 

Wo come now to what is of jireneral 
public importance, namely, the retisi 
v.iiieli dilferentiate .Mr. 'riMUiileman's 
jpo.sltion from tliut which would be oc- 
cupied by any other Liberal candl- 
Oato who might seek election at the 
liands of a British Columbia eoiiHtlt- 
uenc.v. The cane may be briefly .staled 
thus: Any candidate, other than Jlr. 
'remplenian, would have to accept the 
rcsponalblllty for tlio general policy of 
the admlnlHtrntion, but wduld not Jiave 
to accept responsibility for Mr. Tom- 
idoinan'K jiollcy. riofore prococUlii,? to 
dlBcusa this phase of tlib case, t/I'o wish 



to say' tbat,^,WhiIe:>w:^tinderBtand that 
Mr. Templem'an Is endeavoring to in-, 
ducc Mr. Sloan to retire in his favor, 
wo have no reason to suppose that he 
will succeed In doing so, and we do not 
know whether ov not, in such an c^'cnt, 
ho would bo opposed, and we may add 
that we do not wish to be understood 
either as advising or deprecating op- 
liosltlon to hlin under such circum- 
stances. We leave that to the people 



for we at-e' very.- desiroiis tliat - tiie ■' ac- 
tual facts of tile' case 'shall bo under- 
stood, because at the present time they 
are certainly not understood outside of 
the boundaries of British Columbia.

We do not recede from the position 
taken In these columns on the morning 
after tlie election that iVIr. Temiilo- 
ni.'in's defeat must he understood us a 
declaration by this constitue.icy 
against Oriental immigration, but it 
would be folly to pretend that this wa.s 
thi' only factor that contributed to it 
None would be more prompt to de- 
nounce 11 as folly than the local Lib- 
erals themselves, wlio knoi.v the nature 
of the inlluences which contributed to 
Ills defeat as a representative, a cab- 
inet minister and a party leader. Many 
of tbeni do not hesitate to say that 
the i)ersonal eqiiation played an im- 
portant part In bringing about the re- 
sult, l)ul upon this poini we shall not 
express any opinion. Mr. Templeman's 
great source of weakness, as far as 
public questions are concerned, lay In 
his treatment of all matters relating to 
British Columbia as a i)rovinoc, and 
in the Intense partizanship which 
characterized his treatment of every 
subject, of every debatable question 
arising between the province and the 
Dominion. Some of these were; 

Better Terms. 

The Peace River lands. 

The fisheries. 

The Indian Reserves. 

The beginning of construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 

The franchise. 

For his attitude upon these matters 
he alone, is responsible; the other Lib- 
eral members of the House are only 
Indirectly accountable. They may bo 
blameuble for not seeking to counter- 
act Mr. Templeman's hostility to the 
province whoso interests he was sup- 
posed to safeguard, but we have no 
evidence one way or the otiier on this 
point, and we are dealing with those 
things which are matters 'of genera! 
public knowledge. During the election 
campaign the Colonist repeatedly ask- 
ed Mr. Templeman if he could deny 
that his attitude on these questions 
had not been hostile to the wishes of 
the people of the province, and v.-j u;;- 
dertook to publish any reply which he 
might see lit to make. He made no 
reply. Hence the iieople of British 
Columbia bellex-ed, .as they had the 
right to believe, that they had been 
justified In assuming that on not one 
of these questions had Mr. Templeman 
voiced the sentiments of the people of 
this province, and that his newspaper, 
which took the antl-pfdvlnclal side on 
all of them, aecuratel.v reflected his 
views. Therefore, the result of tlie 
elections In Victoria, Vancouver, West- 
minster. Y'alo- Cariboo and Kootenay, 
whereby great Liberal majorities were 
converted into Conservative majori- 
ties, must be regarded not as much as 
a declaration of disapproval of the 
ministerial policy fjenerally, a.s of dis- 
approval of Mr. Templeman's policy in 
all questions pertaining to British 
Columbia. In the campaign one point 
upon which stress was especially laid 
was that Mr. Templeman's presence in 
the cabinet had been shown by events 
to have had no value to this province 
as a province. We never believed, and 
do not now believe, that his course in 
this respect met with the approval of 
the local Liberal party as a whole. We 
know frtini the public records that it 
was decidedly opposed to the views of 
that party on the question of Better 
Ti.'rins. AVe h.ave heard many Liberals 
e.\pT-ess their deep legret that he pur- 
su>(i the course he dhi on l!ie other 
matters nientioned above. lJut, for 
reasons which si-caiied suliiclenl to him, 
he saw lit to regard every proposition 
advanced by the provincial government 
wholly from a purtlzan standpoint, and 
hence .as tdther to be actively opjioHed 
b>' biin, or to lie ignored. He niadi.? an 
issue between himself and the province 
where there ought to have been jier- 
fect harmony, and where harmony 
would not h.'iv(; been at all Inconsistent 
with liis ]iositlon in the federal cabinet. 
He thus forced the ineniliers of the 
provincial n'e%-eriiiiient intu taking a 
very active part in a campaign in 
Which otherwise they might not have 
felt justified In taking more than a 
pilfiinctory interest, lie. ni.ade It ap- 
pear th.it ilie i.aurler ministry wan 
bosti.e to everylhlng that could bo ad- 
vanced on behalf of British Columbia. 
Me created conditions which would 
have led to a C'onservatl ve \dctory, 
even if there had been no (jucstlon In 
regard to Oriental immigration in- 
volved.

opinion would bo premature, for it 
would be reached without sufficient 

data. There Is no use In denying the 
existence of a strong belief on tlie part 
of the citizens, first, that better judg- 
ment might easily be shown in the 
method upon which public works are 
carried on, and, second, that the best 
result.s aro not being got for the money 
expended. This is no suggestion of any 
intentional 'wrong-doing on the part o£ 
any one, no thought that any one In 
authority is profiting by the ex])endl- 
tures. We do not believe the most 
rigid inquiry would disclose anything 
amiss In this way. There Is no doubt 
that the public are disposed to hasty 
criticism, and that public otHciais are 
often condemned for things which they 
cannot prevent. But there is great dis- 
satisfaction, not at what is being done, 
but at the manner in which It Is being 
done, and the only criticism we have 
to make In regard to the proposed ac- 
tion of tlie City Council is tluit it has 
been too loiiK (lela.\'iHl. .\ month or 
two ago .Mdernieii. who arc seeking re- 
election, might have felt greater free- 
dom in a|)proaching this enquiry than 
they may experience within a few days 
of tlio niunk'ipal electlon.s. 

One of the points that has been ta- 
ken in this connection is that to carry 
on public works by day labor Instead of 
by contract is needlessly expensive, 
This Is a point upon which it Is diffi- 
cult to lay down any hard and fast 
rule. Doubtless a contractor would 
get, or at least would try to get, more 
work out of his men than a superin- 
tendent having no Interest in the pro- 
fits and subject to some extent to the 
Influence of aklermeii, who might have 
some Interest in securing the votes of 
the laborers; but we do not think the 
citizens wish to see men unduly driven, 
although they do expect, as they have 
a right to expect, that there will be 
such a distribution of men and such 
a supervision of them as will make it 
reasonably certain that a fair day's 
work will be given in return for a fair 
day's wage. 

The method upon which municipal 
work is carried on certainly seems on 
the face of things to bo open to criti- 
cism. No better general plan may be 
possible than that which has brought 
our principal thoroughfares Into such 
a deplorable condition. It Is. of course, 
Impossible to lay down water mains 
without making the streets well nigh 
irr.ijassable, especially In rainy wea- 
ther; but the policy of how-not-to-do- 
it seems to be in evidence In localities 
where this necessary public work can- 
not be a<l\-anced as-an excuse. We re- 
peat that we shall withhold criticism 
pending the promised inquiry, but we 
also repeat that the inquiry has come 
none too soon.

Wo used the word "dis- 
covered" advisedly, lor it is only 
through reports brought babk by those 
Whom chance has taken to the remote 
places in tho Canadian northwest that 
we come to learn the extent and mag- 
nitude of our i)oss(>ssions. Mr. Corn- 
wall takes the position that the Do- 
minion government should assist in 
making accessible this rich district, .is, 
because of Its sheer immensity and 
distance from settled points. Us Initial 
development is qulto beyond the ca- 
pacity of the small population in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 



The number of British ships laid 
up in various ports this year Is en- 
tirely unpreci'dented In ihr. exper- 
ience of ship-owners. A London 
correspondent writes: "In the Bristol 
Channel, the Clyde, the Mersey, the 
Tyne and the Thames there Is iin ex- 
traordin.iry demand for mooring ac- 
conumidatlon for shljjs with no work 
to do. The Tyne, for Instance, la 
literally congested With Idle ships. A 
return shows that there are no fewer 
than ninety-three vessels, with a 
total registered tonnage of 186,000, 
laid up In this river alone. According 
to one estimate there are at the pre- 
sent time In home and foreign ports 
between ;;00 and 300 idle liritish ships 
totalling between 400,000 and 000,000 
tons. At a rough estimate the value 
of such a fleet Is between £2,000,000 
and £3,000,000, and this huge aggre- 
gation of capital Is not only produc- 
ing nothing but Is costing money for 
upkeep. In addition, the Inactivity 
many vessels' means lack of em- 
ployment for some thousands of sea- 
men and fireiiien." 



Mr. Prefontaihe, president of tho 
Chamber of Commerce of Montreal, 
in an interview, during a. visit to 
Paris, th(! otlier <lay. had something 
to say of general interest. Jlr. Pre- 
fontaine had been much Impressed 
with the feeling In Europe, and es- 
pecially In Kngland. In favor of giv- 
ing nierchaiils and ti'adesmen the 
social position which was their right, 
but which they had not held hitherto. 
He found It was becoming more gen- 
erally accejited that, from the jicdnt 
of view of n.atlonal interest, mer- 
chants and all those engaged in trade 
have another mission to fulfill be- 
.sides that of serving their own par- 
ticular interests. That mission, ac- 
eordiiig to .Mr. I'refontaiiie, is to 
work for ideas which make .a nation 
what It is. For what can a country 
do without merchants and traders.' 
He bad noticed In l'2ngland a \'ery 
marked tendency on liu' iiart of 
parents to give preference to a com- 
mercial career for their sons rather 
than to start them In one of the 
libera! )irofesslons. In universities 
more imixirtaiice is being given to 
commercial Instruction. At (Oxford, 
Cambridge, London, Birmingham, and 
other centres, ,'superlor commercial 
courses have been instituted to com- 
plete secondary education.

Great Britain Is not alono In finding 

It (llfflcult to maintain an adequate 
army for ilofonsivo i)uri5oses. The 
United Statoa nnds itself In oven a 
worHc plight, according to the annual 
reijort of IMajor-Goneral J. Franklin 
Bell, cliief of .staff, -nho declares that 
'the most urgent need of the army at 
present is a remedy for the evils re- 
Bulting from detaclied Kcrvlco of ofll- 
cors. A Washington correspondent 
writes: 

^ General Bell :.says that It Is a "dls- 
i^ouraging fact that in case of a sud- 
■;den outbreak of hostilities with a llrst 
.\Class nation there are not KiitHclont 
"■•regular troops in the country, even 
iwheri reinforced by tlio National 
■'Guard of the various .states, to form 
an ainnj', after deducting tlio nocos.sary 
force to provide u .small (garrison ;>t 
our permanent posts and the necvs- 
, sary infantry supports for our scacoast 
fortifications." Tlie infantry arm is 
referred to as too weak iiumericnlly 
for the services requirod of it, oven In 
time of peace. In proof of this Gen- 
eral Bell .says that since .January 1, 
190S, many regiments have spent more 
than half their time in a tropical cll- 
mali-', insufliclent timi\ therefore, be- 
ing allowed in the United States for 
the offlcer.s and men to recover from 
; one tour of service abroad before an- 
'' other begins, Th« cavalry arm Is 
spoken of as an "antiquated organlza- 
, tlon." General Bell says that no 
civilized nation claiming to have a 
modern army has Its cavalry arm or- 
ganized as the American cavalry is 
today. Ho says that the field artiilory 
Hliiinld be liiereased. and that the 
i iiKiaeor cnrps is lii.siifl'ieient. boili in 
till' conimissluned and enlisted person- 
nel, for the duty devolving upon it in 
time of peace. 

A scheme of Labor Insurance which 
might be worth studyin;; by municipal 
sociologists in Canada is referred to 
the Ottawa Free Press. We quote: 

Any man who lives In Berne, wlieth- 
,er a Swiss subject or not, may now 
.'^ensure against unemployment In the 
''municipal bureau, providing he la able 
•lo work and not above sixty years of 

■ age. All that ho has to do Is to apply 
'to the bureau, either directly or 

through his employer or his union, for 
an insurance book, and fasten Into it 
' every month an insurance stamp of 
the value of 70 centimes. In return for 

■ these 70 centimes a month ho secures 
'the right to a money allowance for 

every day, up to sixty days, that lie 
is out of work during the months of 
December, January anil February, pro- 
vided tiiat lie iias Ijeon in work for 
at least six months in the course of 
the year, provided ,also that ho lias not 
lost his work througli laziness, dis- 
orderly conduct, or any otlier fault of 
his own, and that ho lias not refused 
work offered to him on reasonable con- 
ditions. 

In Eastern Canada some hard 
],'knooks aro being administered to the 
; movement for Church Union. In a 

satirical tone the N-cw Glasgow 
f:Chronlcle, a Journal which speaks to 

and for the Presbyterians in Nova 
' Scotia, gives a supposititious resume 

of the discussion between the repre- 
^sentatlves of th^ contracting churches 
•on the subject of doctrines and polity, 

■ thus: 

TIio Metliodist said to the Presby- 
terian : "You are Calvlnlsts." "Yes," 
rejoined the Presbyterian, "we are 
supposed by our jieoiile to be." "Well," 
said the Methodist, "we cannot accept 
that." "All right," rejoined the Pres- 
byterian, "wo agree to eliminate Cal- 
vinism." Then the Methodist broke 
new ground and said: "You believe in 
election." "Yes," rejoined the Pres- 
byterian, '-'our people think we do." 
"Well," replies the Methodist, "we 
can't accept that." "All right," re- 
joins the Presbyterian, "we agrree to 
eliminate the doctrine of election." 
The Alethodlst again broke ground and 
'said: *'Tou believe In local govern- 
ment by presbytery and sessions and 
.In each congregation calling Its own 
.•minister." "Yes," rejoined the Pre.s- 
-byterian, "our people think we do." 
• "Well," replied tlio Metliodist, "we 
caniiot accept that." "Very well," 
agreed tlio Presbyterian, "we will eU- 
nilnato all tliat after a while; sessions 
are only liotliersonio things anyway. 
We will make believe tliey will h.ave

About SO jii.'r cent, of the foreign im- 
inigraiits who go Into tin- United States 
land in Now York Harbour .and ro- 
in.-iiii in New Yorli .State, where they 
often supplant native labour, .^.s a 
result trade union employment Is not 
very steady In New '^ork. The winter 
In New York is severe, and intei fon s 
with outdoor work, thus redueing tin' 
number of days worked in tlio' yoar. 
liricklayers, for example, suffer from 
the severity of the climate, but they 
are able to earn during the six or 
seven months they aro engaged more 
than English bricklayers can earn in 
eighteen months. In dealing with the 
riuostlon of employment In America it 
must not bo lost sight of that, while 
A.aorica gains about a million a yoar 
In population. Great Britain is losing 
between three and four hundroii thou- 
sand. Between 1900 and 1907, when 
employment grew worse In Great Brit- 
ain, It became steadily bettiir in the 
United Stiit(?s. In fact, during tiiat 
period worlcers wore scarce, although 
till' ranks wore lioiiig aiUb-d to .'it the 
ralo of a iiilliloii a yr:iv. The Amoriciin 
workers liavo seven liundri'd and forty 
million iiouiids In tlioir savings hanks, 
as comiiarod with tv,'o liunilrod and 
ton million pounds In the Britl.sh sav- 
ings b.'uiks. If ligiiri'S moan anything, 
it is tliat there is more omiiloymont 
In ih'rmany and tho United States 
than in Great Britain. Tlie workers 
.•ire beginning to realise this for them- 
selves.

The Itev. .loliu Antle has just re- 
turned from his trip to Hic Old Coun- 
try, wlKTo lie iKiH been during tho last 
two muntha in tho Interestu of tho 
Columbia Coast Mission, and during 
this period the work has been under 
the superlntendeueo ot Dr. Darrell 
Hanlngloii. The special objeet of his 
visit to Ji^riirland was to secure a 
larger steamer tor use in the ini.ssion's 
worli., and lie said yesterday that he 
had Inspoctucl a large number ot ves- 
sels, both in Knglaml and Seutland, 
and that moreover he had found one 
which is e,\aclly suited lor hi.>i pur- 
poses, ils'leiigtli being i-lU feet, beam 
-U feet, and capable of running at the 
.siii'cd of ten knots an hour. U will 
re(iuire very little alluiation in, order 
to make it u most ser\'ieeable steanun' 
for tlio duties of tliis mission. Tile 
price Is $1«,UU0, una the coat of bring- 
ing It round by sea ho estimates at 
5i,ouo. 

He was fortunate enough to obtain 
a donation towards this cost of £hi)o 
from Lord Strathcona, who txpresseil 
himself as being deeply interested i:i 
the undertakng: a grant of £300 from 
the S.P.C.IC, or the Socety for Pro- 
moting Christian Knowledge; and of 
engage meiits to provide £200 from 
various sympathetic Individuals. 

Ill uddltiun to this sum of £1,000, 
the Missionary Society of tho Cana- 
dian Church has made ;i grant of 
?:!,0U0, whilo warm-hearled irieiuhi in 
the cities o£ Toronto and .Muiureai, 
have contributed $3,000; so lliul llie 
sum of 510,000 is hi sight, and can bo 
aijplied towards the i>urchusB of tho 
new boat, leaving $'),000 to be collected 
m this province. 

"in my reeeiil address to the synod," 
said Dr. Perrln last evening, "1 laid 
stress upon the fact that while wo 
were iiiaKing appeals to these outside 
points no dliect appeal had as yet been 
made for funds towards the purchase 
of tills new vessel In tho cities of Vic- 
toria and of Vancouver. The work of 
this Important and u.seful mission has 
developed rapidly during the '/asi few 
years, and is still steadily growing. 
The new hospital at Alert Buy la al- 
most completed, and we already have 
hospitals at Rocit Bay and at Van 
Anda. 

"When It Is known, as it should bo 
known, that in a single year ISl in- 
patients have been received In these 
two hospitals, whilo 1,300 outi)atieiits 
liave also been treated, tliere should be 
110 real dltliculty experienced in in- 
teresting tlie general public in ad- 
vancing so Important a work. The 
loggers themselves willingly eontributo. 
at the rate of ?1 eacli per month. 

"The accounts for the year I'JUS aro 
now being iireparod and they will 
Bhortly bu published; hut In tho year 
1U07 these loggers paid into chcso 
funds no less a sum than $7,000, both 
In the way o£ ticket suoscriptions, and 
In hospital fees, while la addition a 
considerable number of patients who 
were unable to pay were treated. free 
of all charge. This mission steamer 
regularly visits all the logging camps 
upon the northeast coast of the island, 
(jetween Alert Bay and Kock Bay, 
having always on board one of th-e 
three doctors who are employed la this 
work, while In the ease of urgent 
need, owing to the accidents which 
so frequently occur in these cainp.s, tho 
Columbia is always ready to proceed 
to the spot and to bring the patients 
to one of tho hospitals, by which 
moans a vast amount of physical suf- 
fering has boon avoided and minimiz- 
ed, while moreover In many instances 
lives would have been saerilleed but 
for tho Immediate and skiiriil care 
which they have received. liiUore this 
inlHsion \fas begun the only way In 
v.'hich such sulfering could be relieved 
was through a long journey by steam- 
ers, which only vl.slted this port Inn of 
tlu: coa.'^t at intervals, which re.'iiiUcd 
In much trouble and suffering belon; 
they could be brought down to Van- 
couver. 

"Any contributions that aro for- 
warded for this i)urposo will bi' most 
thankfully reecived, ami it is eariU'st- 
ly hoped that the whole of the JO.OUU, 
which arc recpiired to complete thy 
juuchasi' of the new boat, will be 
forthcoming at an early date. 

"During the punt year, owing to tho 
close of the logging camps, a very con- 
siderable financial strain has been e.-c- 
perienced, and a deficit upon current 
expenses of no less than $2,000 Is with 
too much reason apprehended. Con- 
sidering tlie fact that ' the work has 
been continued without any diminu- 
tion in the staff of doctors and nurses, 
the general management of the mission 
must be highly commended, and a 
strong appeal is made to aJl those 
who are charitably inclined to remove 
all aii-xlety from tho shoulders of tho 
conjmittec. 

"During tho coming year, every jiros- 
jieel exists for a large di:velo|)nier,t of 
the logging industry and it Is cuiiso- 
quently imperative that the new ship 
shall be In commission with as little 
delay as in tho circumstances Is pos- 
Blble."

'J'he Mayor interjected a remark to 
tho elfeet that he did not suiiposo the 
jiroposal was going to drop. Event- 
ually the wires, at least in the'heart 
of the city, ail would have to go 
underground. ^ 

Alderman Gleason recalled what had 
been proposed when thi.s question was 
before tlio Telephone company und the 
council. As ho understood it tlie con- 
duits were laid only on the street.s 
which were permanently paved, and 
tho idea was that when the wires did 
linve to go underground the concrete 
would not have to bo torn away. The 
material was, to be supplied by tlie 
company .and . the work done by tbe 
municipality. 'When the system was 
adopted the Telephone company was 
to pay nine tenths of the cost. 

On motion it was decided that R. B.

HERE ANP THERE 

Tliore are a number of people In the 
world whp appear to think .tbej? ought 
to toll their friends all the unkind 
and unpleasant things they hear about 
tlioin. It never seems to occur to ono 
of these people that In repeating a 
conversation they are cominlttlnBT a 
broach of conlUlenco. Often the story 
.seoms to bo told quite thoufflillcsKly, 
but that does not prevent the listener 
I'l-om going awuy with an iiiiconil'ort- 
ahlo feeling about luTselC and one of 
anger towards her censor. Strangely 
enough the would -he friend who has 
"own these socda of discord and jialu 
Is seldom blanieil. 

There are \'er.\' few of n.s wlio when 
speaking of our acqualnlance.s and 
even of our Intimate friends do not Ha\- 
tilings which We would prefer they did 
not hear. We all ha\-e our Iniperfee- 
tions and our foibles, some of these 
very amusing ones, of wlileh we are 
uneonseiouH. It is on^- human nature 
lliat these slioukl form tlie lopies of 
eonversatioii between tiione who know 
IIS intimately. 'J'liis so long as we do 
not liear of it does us no hai-m. In 
most eases the eritlei.sms were luit 
meant unltiniUy. The clianees are 
that if the remarks had been over- 
hoard by the person whose odd it lis 
or Idiosyncrasies formed the subjeet 
of them they would have provoked a 
snillo. But when they arc ri'peated 
and perhaps exaggerated by some 
member of the party they provoke re- 
sentment which often causes coldness 
between those who would otherwise 
have remained friends all their lives. 
There are rare occasions In Which 
friendsliij) dennuuls that what has 
been said to the discredit of another 
shall be reported to her. if a state- 
ment Is elearly false and If knowledge 
which she alon-e possesses is needed 
to eontradiet it tlieii ;it any risk the 
truth must be mtide known. Hut sueh 
ea^ieH oeeMr but rarely anil tiie ruli; 
that wi: sliiniKI never repeat to others 
what wr. hi'ar aliout them that is dis- 
agreeable is one that sliould l)e very 
generally observed. Tale-tiearlng is 
an odious fault and is respoiisililc for 
mueli of the uiiliappine.'^s as well as 
tlie insincerity of modern societs'. 

At tlie saine time wliile lo5ally to 
our friends, so far from enjoliiing 
upon us an obligation to betray the 
coniidenci^ of otlii-rs by repeating their 
criticisms, forliUls us tu do so, it does 
prevent us from joining in such eriti- 
clsms. It is liard to iiiiilerstand the 
attitude of those who, wliile aeceiiting 
the hospitality and enjoying the inli- 
niacy of other.i, are ready to say un- 
kind things about them,, to speak 
lightly of their poculidrlties or even 
to listen patiently while', others do so. 
There, Is a, line. between- polltenosg and 
Insincerity vvhlch Ifwbmon were care- 
ful to observe would niake society not 
only bett-er but far more delightful. 

* * <: 

A few days ago a contemporary sug- 
gested that Canadians were no longer 
liospltablo. The idea at (^rst jirovoked 
resentmopt. Surely It w'as thought, 
there can be no doubt thai; the descen- 
dants of the pioneers whosi^ doors 
were always open to a stranger and with 
whom they were ready, to share their 
often too scanty meals,' can never fall 
In the duty of hospitality. 

But a little' further thought sug- 
gested the possibility that there might 
be some truth In the v suggestion. We 
are no longer dependent, on ono an- 
otlior for entertainment. Even In re- 
mote districts It Is possible for tlie 
traveler to purcbO^se food and lodging. 
In the cities the hotels are always 
waiting for guests. There Is no longer 
any need- that we should keep open 
house for those who are literally hun- 
gry and cold. 

It was not, bow-ever, only to tin- 
stranger that the hous(-s were, in the 
early days open. Xeigbljors and 
friends -were always v.-e'.come to n seat 
around the blazing lire and the clrele 
eould not ■ be too large Sorrow and 
joys wore shared and nothing that in- 
terested one member of the little com- 
iminlty was looked on with coldness 
by the others. If help - was needed it 
was freely given and nurses were 
never wanting In time of sickness. 
Have we not lost something of this 
sympathy and good fellowship in our 
more modern Ufo? Our honi<;s are Viut 
seldom now open to cnir friends. When 
visitors come we ft el obliged to i>r<i- 
vide for their entertainment at an i-x- 
l)(uise we eould not afford if their 
visits were more fre(iuont. We have 
set aside a "day" at longer or shorter 
Intervals on whieli friends and ae- 
quaintanees may coine but on other af- 
ternoons and evenings tlie mistress of 
the home does nut feel hersHf muliT 
any obligation to exercise the rites of 
hosiiitality. All this may he neces- 
sary but we eaiinot help fc'llng lli.'it 
we ha\-e lost something of tlu- oUI time 
cordiality ami slmi)Ilclty. l.-i it too 
late \-et to return to tin.' days when 
were I'c'.'ulj- to welcome our fl-leuds 
when"\'er they cane- and \ver(> not 
aslianied to set before tliem the plain- 
est fare so long as it was the liest w(^ 
liailV Is tile satisfaction of having 
(iner rooms and handsomer furniture 
than our nelgliiiors tei in' measured 
tigainst the enjoyment of the nights 
w'len in the homel.v Ititclu-ns fatlicrs 
dlsciiHsed wltli neighbors or relatives 
questions of politics or religion and 
boys and gir!:; sat round and 'earned 
while tliey listened? The old days 
have gone forever and >vc cannot If 
we w(nilil return to their prlmltl\t; 
simiilicity. But with all our modern 
improvements can we not retain the- 
warmth of heart, the unselfishness and 
the interest In other's welfai-e that 
formerly made many of the humblest 
of Canadian homos the abodes of the 
truest hospitality? Unless wo can, 
Canadian life will lose much of that 
wliich was Its greatest charm and 
which contributed not a little to wiiat 
was best In the character of the peo- 
ple of the country.

There Is In tho last number of the 
Popular Science Monthly a rather 
startling article on tho "Art of Bleach- 
ing and Djeing as Applied to Food." 



The writer .states that many" articles 
of food are made attractive to the eye 
at the cost' of wholoaomeness. ■ 

Flour, he tells us, Is whitened not 
only by rSmdvlng froin It- tho protelds 
which give' It mii'oil of Its food value, 
but by the use of dangerous chemicals. 
He say.s: 

"That the Hour is usuiUly bleached 
by chemicals, just as much as >-our 
straw hat is bleached ))y sulphur 
fumes, and your sheeting Is ideachud 
by "elilorldc of lime" in the bleaching, 
is covered up by the statement that 
the Hour is bleached by electricity. 
Electricity would not injure food sure- 
ly! There is no statement, liowover, 
tluit liy tile use of eleclrielty 
botli nitrous and nitric acid fimies 
as well as oxides of nitrogen, 
arc (le\-cloj]e(l, and tliat they ha\-e, 
as Profcssnr '('. 11. .Shepard has 
leecntlx- shown, a powerful antiseptic 
action and actually retard dlgeslioa for 
a longer or sliortcr jicriod, dciieiideiil 
on tho strength, tho action of the fer- 
ments existing In the saliva, in tli<^ 
gastric Juice and in the pancrestlc 
fluids, it this is true, how can the 
l>roduct do otherwise than retard di- 
gestion," 

But flour is not the only article of 
food which according lo this writer is 
chemically blenched. Dried ajiples, 
corn, asparagus and other substances 
are made white by the usi- of sulphur 
;uid other chemicals. Tliat mucli of 
the llavor Is removed witli the color is 
also slated. 

The use of coloring, though not in 
all eases, is yet very otijeetionable. 
Anallne color.s iire iist-d to make pres- 
erved fruU take on again tlie natural 
eoliu- removed \iy tin; lieat. Concei-nlng 
tills, it is said: 

"We are content with the ruddy 
glow of tile ajipie, the blusii ol the 
peach and the ricli scarlet of the str.-iw- 
lierry and asli no arlilicial eoloi-liig to 
Improve tliem. Wlien these fruits arc 
preserved, or extracts or juices are 
put upon the market, are ive not en- 
titled to tho natural product without 
falsincutlon or adornment.' if in tin; 
: process of preservation the- color is 
! not wholly retained, let It go; tiie 
llavor of tho fruit will not suffer from 
loss of color, and we soon lourn tluLl 
; this change of color goes with fruit 
preserved In that particular way. The 
manufacturer prepares only what he 
believ(>s is demanded by the people, 
: so, after all, tlie consumers must In- 
dicate wludlior tlK-y want artilieially 
colored food or not. 

"In reganl to tlio artilieial coloring 
of ice-cream, Janili, jellies, preserves, 
: gelatine ] u-epa rat loll s, canned fruits, 
: vc.t; ■■tables, extracts and all foods that 
' have hllherti) ijecn eidorcd, tin- safest 
proposition Is to deiiiaiul tlial the\- ap- 
-; pear on tiie market u-illiout tlie so- 
j called 'imiiroVi^meiit,' by tlie tirt of the 
'color manufacturer, no matter how 
'skilful he may lie. In this way only 
! are we tissiired of the (luality of the 
article and its freedom from this 
source, at lea'.d, trom injurious In- 
gredients."

it should l)c well ventilated, even in 
winter. 

The bed should be slightly Inclined 
from head to foot. - Use woollen 
mattresses and let your spring mat- 
tress be neither too hard nor too soft. 
Use light blankets and a modest pll-. 
low, not ono ot Uioho in -which tho 
head sinks. Go to bed two or throe 
hours after having eaten, when diges- 
tion Is almost flnlshed. 

Professor ' Hallopeau, hovvovor, ad - 
vises intellectual workers to slei'p 
after their meals. Me belleve.s the 
lira In should rest during tlie diges- 
tion, "The 'oest system for tho scion - 
' tist, the plillo.'ioplier, llie poet, would 
consist in dl\-ldlng tlie night in tw-o; 
sleeping till 1 a.m., then working for 
tlll-i'e hours befoi-e going lo bed 
again."

THE ART OF SLEEPING 



AVhnt Is the right iiuantlty of sleeii 
necessary to man in general, and. In 
particular, to the num wlio "thinks'?" 
M. Mazade has asked the iiucstion of 
a number of well-known French per- 
sonalities — artists, statesmen, writers, 
scientists — and jLiO, Revue, of Paris, 
publishes their replies . Jn its current 
Issue. The follpwlng are extracts: 

Maurice Jlaetorllnck, the eminent 
writer, — 

I go to bi'd at ten and rise at seven. 
Work is inipossibli- to me tiie next 
day, If I have not Inul nine hours' 
sieej). 

EmIle .Moutroux, tlie famous meta- 
physician, nuinber of the Instllute; —

1 reciuiri! eight or nine hours 
of sleep. But the slightest thing pre- 
vents me from slo(;plng. Fortunately, 
I think very well, my brain work.'i 
perfectly In the quiet and the dark, 
I have conceived several pictures 
during sleepless nights, and clearly 
i nougli to execute them just as I had 
"seen" them.

That parly In the year two large 
freight and passenger steamers, prob- 
ably sister vessels of tho Monteaglc, 
will be sent from the Atlantic to aug- 
ment the trans-Pacific service of the 
C. P. R. is a report current in ship- 
ping circles. No verification can be 
obtained here, but tho obvious neces- 
sity of additional steamers to take ad- 
vantage of the position in which tho 
C. P. R. has been placed with advant- 
age over nearly all the other lines In 
this trade lends credence to it. Fol- 
lowing the enforcement two months 
ago of tlie ruling of tlio Interstate com- 
merce commission of the United States 
that all railroad and steamshi;) com- 
panies under Us jurisdiction must Hie 
tariffs showing the proportions of tho 
tlirough freight received by the land 
and water carriers tho United States 
systems advanced their through freight 
rates, but the C. P. R. declined to make 
any advance and filed a tarlft showing 
Its rates oa before, being much lower 
than those of the American railroads. 
In its recent Issue of a special west- 
bound trans-PacIflc tariff, published 
through the ofBce of the secretary of 
the Asiatic railway conference lines at 
Chicago, the C. P. R. gives notice that 
it will maintain approximately the 
tlirough rates previously published In 
trans-continental issues, In contradis- 
tinction to the action of tlie Asiatic 
conference lines of tho Uniteil States, 
which, effective Nov. 1, 1908, applies 
domestic rates on Asiatic trallic to 
ports of exit, the Canadian Pacidc, by 
such action, retaining a material ad- 
vantage in respect to this trallic over 
transcontinental lines and steamsliip 
connections in tho United Slates. 
Rate Differences 

The rates on many aricles are tlie 
same to ports of the far east as to 
Vancouver, and on locomotives, for In- 
stances, the rate across the Paoiflc is 
lower than to tho coast. On boots and 
shoos the same rate Is applied to far 
eastern ports from New York as to 
Victoria or Vancouver. The through 
rates are divided sixty jicr cent, to 
tho rail lines and forty ])er cent, to 
the ocean lines. All are lower than 
those of the lines \-la United States 
ports on the Pacific coast, l-'or In- 
Htances the C. P. R. rate on a.griciil- 
tural imi)lements via this port and 
\'ancoiiver is .$1.3"), while tho rate p(>r 
100 pounds via .Seattle or San l'"raii- 
claco Is $1.90. There is a (iiffurenco 
of forty cents per 100 pounds on bocr, 
a difference of 30 cents jier 100 pounds 
on canned good:-:, and from 40 cents to 
$1.90 per 100 pounds dlff(!rence on ma- 
chinery; the difference on condensed 
milk wliich is largely exported to 
China is 35 cents per 100 pounds. Tlie 
only article In the caiTlage of which 
the United States lines can compote 
on anything lllte an even basis Is raw 
cotton. 

Changed Conditions 

An Interesting article regarding the 
changed conditions which ixivo arisen 
In tho trans-PucKlc trade following the 
ruling of the Interstate commerce 
commission has been written by 11. 
P. Durdaii, a.s'ent at New York for tho 
N. Y. K. and Great Northern Steain- 
shll) companies He says: 

"Paradoxically, America Is nearest 
to, and at the sa.-no time farthest from 
tho Oriental niarkyts. For that market 
her producing are.i, apart from Hour, 
lumber and minerals, may bo fairly 
deacrlbod. as the territory lying bo- 
twoon tho Mississippi river and tho 
Atlantic ocean. The distance thence 



to Shanghai, for instance, is, via the 
Pacinc, about 8,000 and via Now York 
and Suen about 13,000 miles; while 
from London, Liverpool, Hamburg and 
Antwerp it Is aljout 10,500 miles and 
from Marseilles and Qenoa about 9,C00 
miles. These Kuvopean ports are serv- 
ed by fast steamers plying regularly to 
and from the principal Oriental coun- 
tries. Many of the lines are partially 
supported by governmental aid iu tlie 
form of subsidies of one kind or an- 
other, and as their transport is entire- 
ly by sea, they afford the advantage 
of low ocean ratci. Consetiuently tho 
chief su])plylng nations of Europe pro- 
cure regular, prompt and cheap service 
to tho far east. 

"American merchants, on the other 
hand, so far as tho long route via 
Suez Is concerned, depend entirely up- 
on tho operations of a miscellaneous 
ooilectlon of slow steaming foreign 
cargo boats, which come aiid go irregu- 
larly. These vessels rarel.v s;ill on the 
dates first announced, usually delay- 
ing their departure In the hope of 
picking ui> cinnplete ciirgoes or to 
make rejialrs before venturing on their 
journey. While they cannot wholly 
enuallzo tlie rates iirevalling from 
Kiiroi)e, owing to the greater cost in 
America of getting goods to the sea- 
coast, they partially do so; but the 
service! is uncertain, the steaiiier.s slow 
and tlic voyage some 3,000 miles lon- 
ger. So that, as far as shipment via 
Suez is concerned ,the suppliers of 
Euroi)e enjoy a distinct advantage 
over their American trade rivals. 

"Years ago efforts were made to 
overeoiiie, via tho short Pacific route, 
thi.^ inequality in transportation fa- 
cilities. A chief dliliculty was that 
although shorter In distance, the Pa- 
eiflo route Involved carriage by rail- 
road across the American continent, 
which is Infinitely more' costly from 
America's producing area for export 
goods than rail transport to New Y^ork. 
By wise co-operatlon between the 
I transcontinental railroads and inter 
ested merchants, regular sailings with 
j fixed dates of departure have for some 
jtlme past been provided from the chief 
'ports on our Pacific coast to the vari- 
'ous Oriental ports, and through rates 
established substantially competitive 
with those prevailing from both Eur- 
ope and Now Y'ork via the Suez canal. 

"The companies that supplied the 
steamship service were guaranteed the 
carriage of all trallic secured In con- 
sideration of their furnishing frequent 
opi)ortunitieM for trans-shiiimcnt across 
tlie racific, the ste.-imers to sail regu- 
larly whether or not they h.-id com- 
plete cargoes. This result was attain- 
ed by a jirlvate division of tlirougli 
rates, available only to steamshlij com- 
panies providing such service. Tho 
through rates were arrived at by com- 
puting tho total carrying charges, via 
Suez, from point of origin to dentln- 
ation, and adding an amount sutticlent 
to represent the saving hi Interest and 
Insurance fees resulting from the 
quicker deliveries effected via Pacific. 
This method necessitated tho railroads 
accepting less revenue itor^'itransport- 
Ing export freight toE'theilf Pacific 
coMt terminals than their; received for 
similar domestic business.'- .S 

"The railroads proceeded'' 'on the 
broad policy that, while- tl;ie traffic In 
Itself could not by any'sfretch of the 
Imagination be called '>p'fQfitable, it, 
nevertheless, did not, In'.tdtal, show 
actual loss as It assisted them In col- 
lateral ways, and besides It afforded 
traders and manufacturers an outlet 
for considerable merchandise which 
they could not otherwise disi'OSe of. 
It has been an Important aid in the 
e.vpanslon of American export trade, 
and has added to the general welfare 
of the country. The railroads wlsidy 
believe that whatever advances the 
general busincjs interests of the conn- 
try correspondingly helps them. The 
Pacific Is our natural route to the far 
east, inasnuich as It Is the shortest, 
and the maintenance of this service 
has meaiit much In up -building and 
holding America's tra^e there. 
Would Bankrupt Roads 
"It Is certain that it the railro.id 
rates to Pacific coast cities were for- 
ced down to the comparative level of 
tho amounts the roads have found It 
neccs.sary to accept on Oriental freight 
every transcontinental railroad would 
be bankrupt. It is equally certain that 
if tho railroad accepts a les.s amount 
for transporting to, say, Seattle, 
shipment destined to Shanghai, than 
It charges for like service on siniilai 
slilpiiient for domestic consumption, no 
injustice has been done to any person 
Interested In sucli domestic: cargo 
the conditions surrounding the trade 
Involveil bi:ar no relation to each other. 
The practice of giving lower prices for 
similar good.s sold at home and abroad 
is universal In America, and .the e.x- 
I)anslon of her foreign trade is recog- 
nized as'.'in essential element in the 
country's develoiunent. 

"As the cost of transportation Is of 
equal Importance In foreign trade as 
the j)rlco of goods, why should not tho 
.■^anie principle be applied? It has 
been the practice of the Binglish and 
goi'ornment-owned German railroads, 
where much lower rates are given 
from Interior producing centres to the 
seaboard for export than for purely 
domestic traffic. If this principle is 
admitted, why could not the Inter- 
state commerce commission announce 
the fact? Such action would doubtlea.s 
remove the chief fear of the rnllronds 
and enable them to continue their co- 
operation as before. Tin,- commission 
would be entirely justified in thus 
handling this question, as the law 
ciulres that railroad chaiges shall of 
m^ci-ssit.v be alllte to all jiersons, only 
where trafiic is transported' under 
substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions.' 

"The conimis.'iion's ruling that ex- 
port rail rates must be thi> aame for 
all irrespective of what ocean carriers 
transport the goods, is believed to be

A rule that Is upbuilding in one 
section of the country may be suici- 
dal in another. It is a fact, well known 
to those Interested, that It is impos- 
siblo to ensure regular sailings across 
tlie Pacific ocean, involving, as it does, 
great expense for the long steaming 
and for port charges, unless the steam- 
ship owners are ol'tered Inducements, 
which will protect tlieir earnings from 
tho constant raids of 'tramps.' Regu- 
lar service Is as necessary as coin- 
petitlvo rates. It is pertinent to ask 
what discrimination or injustice would 
result by a formal announcement that 
reduced export rail rates would be 
available only to steamship lines fur- 
nishing regular service, witli sailing, 
say, fortnightly or monthly. Such no- 
tice might be published as part of the 
public schedule of rates."

FRENCH GARDENING 

Big Profits Are Made Fronr> Small 
Plots of Ground 

Owing to competition of the In- 
dustrious and skilful French gardent-rs | 
vegetables are sob.l at Inwi/r prices in 1 
Paris than In most IJarope^m cities, ! 
and the suriilus is shliMied prolitably j 
to London and to large markets of 
Continental ]Ouroi)e, even aa far as 
St. Petersburg. Immense quantities 
of vegetiUiles which are grown In the 
neighborhood of Paris are sold In Eng- 
lish niarkcts. 

The system of French gardening 
produces such results that a family 
may live comfortably on the produce 
of 1 '.4 to two n'-rc^i. Cni-eful ine- 
paratlon of the soil Is the foundation. 
In starting a new gardcii the I''rench 
gardener takes out the toj) soil and 
mixes and remixes It with manure. A 
surface of this mixed manure 
and soil Is spread oviM' ii thick layer 
of niaimre, tliii.s making a kind of 
hotbed, the hetit from which jiroduces 
tlio growth of vegetables In winter 
and early spring. The manure used 
la a mixture of dry material and fresli 
manure, 

The vegetables are srown under bell 
jars or large glass frames. Plenty 
of water Is used, t)io gardens being 
provided with motor pumps and a sys- 
tem of lioso connected with under- 



ground piiHS. 

penses and Inlcrcat on Inveslinent. 
Some sijcclal crops have actually re- 
alized $6,000 from a sinsle acre, but 
the average gardener is well satis- 
lied to raise from $1,500 to $1,000 
from an acre with $800 to Jl.ono 
in;t profit. Those Of the gardeners 
who own the land clear still mor(^ 
and also make an extra profit In the 
value of their real estate If located 
near the city. 

On one g.-irden visited by Vlco-Coii- 
sul D. B. Mason, there were about 
$3,200 of vegetables on an area of 
two acres. The tenant paid $400 rent 
and expected to make a net yearly 
Income of $800 beside house rent. He 
lilnnl four men, bought stable manure, 
and kept a horse. The workmen were 
liald .about fifty rents per day and 
lioard. Whi'ii not boaided wage;- werc> 
511 to *1.L'0 per da\-. .Manin-e costs 
SCIIII to $.SI)0 liei- year. There was 
not a Hipiare foot of unused siku'C in 
the gardi'ii. Kometnues thiee kinds 
of vegetables were grown togctlicr, the 
earlh'st being renioveii liofore the next 
kind needed all the space. The land 
Is kept busy by <iuick rotations, hut 
the winter crops are far more pro- 
fitable on account of lessened competi- 
tion. It l8 figured that one liiindred 
million head of lettuce are raised year- 
ly In the gardens adjoining Paris. 
" The success of the Paris gardeners, 
apart from their spei'la! methods, is 
explained by the facilities for iu.'Cnr- 
Ing iileiitv of staiile manure at low 
prices and the existence o[ a largo 
mtirket iiearliy. I-'rolita ari! m.-ide lii 
spite of conilictlliou from vegetables 
grown in the p;irla of France wtierc^ 
the climate Is much milder., hut of 
late years Inci'oasing competition has 
driven the French gardeners to spc- 
clallzo more; closely, dropping those 
vegetableis- where conpetltlon was too 
severe, ■ and adopting choicer varie- 
ties and' those roaulrlng special pains 
and skill.
